The city’s first step toward 
cleaning up insanitary bakeries 
was taken today when Alderman 
Alfed I. Harris of the Twenty- 
second Ward introduced a bill 
calling for municipal licensing and 
regulation ef bakeries. 

The measure, presented to the 
Board of Aldermen, would make 
it a misdemeanor, punishable by 
a fine of $5 to $500 and revoca- 
tion of license, to produce or sell 
bakery products “consisting in 
whole or in part of any filth, pu- 
trid or decomposed substance.” 
Bakers would be prohibited from 
using premises infested with ro- 
dents or insects, and Health De- 
partment inspectors would have 
access to bakeries “at all reason- 
able hours.” 

Introduction of the bill came 
after federal inspectors found 
filthy conditions in many St. 
Louis bakeries and the Pure Food 
and Drug Administration pre- 
ferred charges against a number 
of large concerns, several of 
whom paid large fines. 

Charles Koch, president of the 
St. Louis Retail Bakers’ Associa- 
tion and a number of other bakers 
said they favored city inspection 
in a public discussion of the ques- 
tion sponsored by the Consumer 
Federation today at Bishop Tuttle 
Memorial. 

State, Federal Inspection. 

At present bakeries are subject 
to state inspection, and to federal 
inspection also if their products 
are shipped across state lines. 
When Harris announced his inten- 
tion to introduce legislation for 
municipal inspection, City Health 
Commissioner J. Ear] Smith con- 
tended city inspectors had all they 
eculd do to handle inspection of 
eating establishments.

The bill provides for continuing 
federal rent controls for 12 to 15 
months except where the states 
either remove them or take over 
the control program, It was ap- 
proved by the Senate Banking 
Committee late yesterday. The 
Senate agreed last night to start 
debate on it Monday. 

The present rent control law ex- 
pires March 31. The House al- 
ready has passed a 15-month ex- 
tender which also provides for 
“home rule” decontrol. 

Decontrol Bill, McGrath Says. 

Senator McGrath of Rhode Is- 
land, the Democratic National 
Chairman, said the Senate meas- 
ure “ought to be given it’s proper 
name—it’s not a rent control bill, 
it’s a decontrol bill.” 

On the Republican side, Senator 
Bricker of Ohio said the bill does 
not go far enough toward decon- 


control altogether instead of

SUES BELL UD. 
FOR $100,000 AND 


Seeks Damages for Re- 
movals and Asks Court 
to Order Restoration of 
Lines. 


Pioneer News Service, Inc., dis- 
tributor of racing news for hand- 
books, filed suit today against 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. 
in an effort to regain full telephone 
service. It petitioned Circuit Court 
to order restoration of telephones 
to the racing news agency, and 
asked for $100,000 damages as com- 
pensation for business lost since 
19 of its 20 lines were removed 
in February, 1947. 

Pioneer contended its telephones 
had been “wrongfully removed,” 
and pointed out Southwestern Bell 
had refused a request for restora- 
tion. The petition termed tele- 
phone service necessary to the 
business. Pioneer was incorporated 
in Delaware as a publishing and 
advertising business, and under its 
charter has the right to dis- 
seminate news and information of 
all kinds,” it was asserted. 

Seeks Injunction. 

The court was asked not only 
to order restoration of service but 
to enjoin Southwestern Bell from 
refusing. An affidavit accompany- 
ing the petition was signed by 
Paul B. (Bev) Brown, president of 
the agency, Morris A. Shenker is 
attorney for the plaintiff. 

The case was assigned to the 
court of Judge James F, Nangle. 

The filing of the suit today fol- 
lowed the line in gapp- 
bling circles after the election of 
Gov.

“No nation innocent of aggres- 
sive intentions need have the 
slightest fear of apprehension,” he 
said. “The pact is in every way 
consistent with the purposes and 
principles of the Charter of the 
United Nations.” 

Bevin said the Atlantic pact 
would not weaken or limit in any 
way Britain's obligations toward 
the commonwealth or other na- 
tions outside the alliance.

Chicago Zoo Official Prevents 
Animal From Getting 
Loose Among Crowd. 


CHICAGO, March 18 (UP)-- 
Zoologist J. Lear Grimmer denied 
today that he was a hero just be- 
cause he prevented a leopard from 
getting loose among the crowds 
at the Lincoln Park Zoo. 

“After all,” he said, “I out- 
weighed the cat two-to-one.” 

Grimmer, who is 35 years old, 
mild-mannered and wears glasses, 
was helping several attendants 
transfer the 70-pound leopard 
from a traveling cage to a perma- 
nent one. The animal had just ar- 
rived from Africa. 

As it moved out of the traveling 
cage, the leopard swept aside a 
protective screen and leaped 
toward Grimmer. 

“If he had gotten by me, he 
would have been loose in the 
park,” Grimmer said. “So I stopped 
him with a good swift kick. 

“The cat clawed my leg and 
head and bit me in the arm but I 
kept on kicking. Finally he backed | 
up and went into the big cage. The 
whole incident took only a few 
seconds.”

The Master Builders Association 
of St. Louis was notified today 
without explanation that the AFL 
Building Laborers & Hod Carriers 
Union members in St. Louis and 
St. Louis County would go on a 
“vacation” at the end of the work- 
ing ny next Tuesday.

CHICAGO, March 18 (AP)—A 
nation-wide strike of 2500 Pullman 
car conductors on March 31 may 
be postponed if government medi- 
aters intervene in the dispute, a 
rail union officer says. 

A. G. Wise, executive vice presi- 
dent of the Order of Railway Con- 
ductors, said the walkout may be 
delayed by intervention of the Na- 
tional (Railway) Mediation Board. 

However, Wise sent out strike 
instructions after announcing the 
Pullman conductors had voted 
“overwhelmingly” in favor of a 
walkout. It was called, he said, 
to enforce awards by the National 
Railroad Adjustment Board in 
compensation and working condi- 
tions matters. 

Wise said he would “ocntinue 
to make every reasonable effort 
to reach a satisfactory settle- 
ment,” and “comply with the na- 
tional Railway Labor Act.“ 

Procedure Under Law. 


The act, at, this stage in the 
dispute between the union and 
the Pullman Co., provides for ap- 
pointment of one or more medi- 
ators to assist in bringing about 
a settlement. If they are unsuc- 
cessful they certify to President 
Truman that an emergency exists. 

The President then appoints a 
fact-finding board which ordi- 
narily halts strike action for 60 
days. The board holds hearings 
and makes recommendations after 
‘the first 30 days. The second 30 
days is a so-called “cooling-off” 


period.

$1,000,000 Additional Is 


Approved for Opera- 
tion of Hospital and 


Training School.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 18— 
Appropriations for the St. Louis 
State Hospital, formerly the City 
Sanitarium, and the St. Louis 
Training School for Feeble-Minded 
Children were increased more than 
$1,000,000 late yesterday by the 
House Appropriations Committee. 


Ending a three-day deadlock, 
the committee finally agreed to 
add $800,000 to the hospital's funds 
for the 1949-51 biennium, begin- 
ning July 1, and $209,238 to the 
Training School's appropriation. 
This brings: the proposed appro- 
priations up to $4,983,000 for the 
hospital and $872,437 for the train- 
ing school. 

funds were increased 
through the efforts of Representa- 
tive Fred R. Columbo of St. Louis, 
chairman of the committee. He 
argued that the two institutions, 
which were transferred to the 
state from the City of St. Louis 
last July, could not be operated 
efficiently on the amounts orig- 
inally proposed in the eleemosy- 
nary appropriation bill. 

Columbo had to battle with his 
own tommittee to win the in- 
crease. Many members objected 
because the cost of, operating the 
St. Louis, institutions not only ex: 
ceeds that of other state hospitals 
but is considerably in excess of 
what was expected when the state 
took them over. — 

Columbo said the costs are high- 
er because of the urban location 
of the institutions, pointing out 
the St. Louis hospital and train- 

school could not operate farms 
as do other state institutions, and 
had to obtain all supplies in the 
open market. He asserted the sal- 
aries of employes also are higher 
because of the urban differential 
in state merit system pay rates.

Sullivan made his charges in an 
address to the Miami Council of 
‘Churches last night.

endell Willkie’s dream of one world, bril- 
liantly outlined in a book of that name published 
in 1943, is officially shattered today. Publica- 
tion of the Atlantic security pact means there 
is not one world, but two. The portentous sig- 
nificance of that is obvious to every schoolchild. 


It means that a gigantic contest is now under 
way between two sets of powers—one dominated 
by the Soviet Union and its conception of world 
conquest and the other led by the United States 
with its Western conception of liberty. This con- 
test, of course, may lead to war with catas- 
trophic consequences for both groups of powers. 
It need not do so if the wisdom of man is equal 
to the test. 


In his article yesterday, Richard L. Stokes 
graphically portrayed the contending forces. On 
one side are 12 nations with a population of 
332,439,000; on the other are the Soviet Union 
and its satellites with a population of 254,742,000. 
That is a shuddering foretaste of what may 
come—a half billion people facing each other in 
battle on the land, in the air, on the sea and 
under the sea. 

Wendell Willkie’s dream was never allowed to 

take on real substance, but his dream was based 
on eternal principles of human brotherhood. It 
Was based on the common interests of all man- 
kind. It was based on what should, be a prac- 
tical and feasible premise: that humanity has 
common ties that should bind it together rather 
than tear it apart. 
« It is a grievous, yes, a monstrous thing that 
the dream is not realizable in our time by a 
generation that has known the horrors of two 
wars. But since it cannot be, then the Atlantic 
pact is the means of confronting the other half 
of the world with such a concentration of man- 
power, raw materials and weapons as to make 
it apparent that warfare cannot be the answer 
to anything. 

In entering the pact, the Atlantie nations 
really are creating nothing that is basically new. 
They were already all in the same boat. The 
pact formalizes a condition that has existed since 
the end of the war, when it became obvious 
that Russia was following a course that resisted 
peaceful settlement of world problems and set 
herself apart grimly from the nations of the 
West. This gave rise to a cold war that has 
been waged with increasing intensity. 

But the pact does lay down for our side the 
lines of the contest. It does serve ‘warning on 
the Soviet Union in explicit terms what existed 
implicitly before, namely, that the Western 
nations will resist armed attack. Moreover— 
and this is of great importance—the treaty pro- 
vides a framework within which the Atlantic 
nations can plan and co-operate on the means 
by which an invasion should be resisted. 

The treaty has been hailed as the end of a 
policy of neutrality and isolation that has been 
followed by the United States since the Wash- 
ington Farewell Address. But the treaty is 
merely a ceremonial ecknowledgement of the 
end of an era which actually was ended long 
ago. It was ended for this country when we 
entered the first World War and, though we 
did not join the League of Nations, it was in- 
evitable that we should enter a second World 
War that involved the Atlantic community. And 
we did. 

No one need be alarmed that the Atlantic 
treaty breaks really new paths for the United 
States. Those paths were already well marked. 
It does mean that the defenses of the Atlantic 
community, both psychological and material, 
will be strengthened and improved. It does 


mean that the other part of the world is put 


on sharp notice. 

And better still, the treaty may drive home 
to the minds of statesmen everywhere that 
Wendell Willkie’s one world, not the two worlds 
of today, is the right and decent answer to the 
problems of mankind.

ment. This proposal is simply another way of re- 
peating the same mistake. 

Even with the civil functions of the Army 
Engineers included, the Reclamation Bureau 
would still be too limited in scope, under the 
laws which guide its operations, to plan or carry 
out the development of this valley as a whole. 
Just as the Army Engineers had taken the 
lion’s share for their own special interests as 
long as they held the whip hand, the Reclama- 
tion Bureau would maximize its special inter- 
ests and minimize all others if it held the 
whip, 

Let’s consider, as an example which would 
be bound to come up, not once but time after 
time, the question of arriving at a sound com- 
promise between the storage of water for flood 
control and for irrigation. Floods are stored in 
the parts of reservoirs that are empty; lands are 
irrigated from the parts of reservoirs that are 
full. As an agency which has for years exercised 
a special interest in irrigation, would the 
Reclamation Bureau not be partial to the kind 
of operation that would do the maximum for 
irrigation, and to give distinctly second place 
to flood control? Wouldn't it be likely to re- 
lease a minimum of water in order to make 
room for the storage of flood crests, on the 
grounds that it might be needed later for irri- 
gation and, once lost, could not be replaeed? 
And how good would that be for real flood con- 
trol? 

To put the Reclamation Bureau in charge of 
the Missouri Valley development would be the 
same mistake as leaving the Army Engineers 
in charge of it. It would be appointing a par- 
ticipant in a dispute as the referee to decide 
it impartially. The Hoover commission has of- 
fered no effective alternative to MVA. An in- 
dependent corporation of the Government, 
working in the region itself, is the only com- 
plete corrective to the errors which still bedevil 
this valley. 
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How Much Phone Profit? 


Southwestern Bell Telephone Co., according 
to its annual report, earned only $5.23 per $100 
share of its stock last year. To the majority of 
us who are not initiated into the mysteries of 
corporate finance, this profit seems less than 
fair. And so it is—if the figure is valid. 

The financial policies of a large public utility, 
however, present endless room for differences 
of opinion, and expert accountants disagree as 
heatedly as economists or politicians. Suppose, 
for example, that Southwestern had agreed with 
Homer Thorp, chief accountant of the Missouri 
Public: Service Commission, that it was carry- 
ing $5,851,000 of improper charges on its Mis- 
souri operations. The transfer of that amount 
to net income would step up the stock earnings 
from the reported $5.23 per share after the pay- 
ment of income taxes, to $7.08 per share. This 
single adjustment of the accounts for the com- 
pany’s operations in Missouri alone, be it noted, 
would result in a generous profit for the whole 
Southwestern ‘system. 

Mr. Thorp may be wrong, of course. St. Louis 
and Kansas City may be wrong in their views on 
some of the other major issues in the telephone 
rate case. It was the company’s task to prove 
them wrong, however, and it did not enter a 
satisfactory proof. 

It was the state commission’s task to deal 
frankly and judicially with Mr. Thorp’s evidence 
and the other contentions and counter-conten- 
tions in the case, and to report its findings in 
detail. The commission chose, first in the origi- 
nal decision and then in the two appeals it has 
denied, not to grant the people of Missouri the 
full enlightenment that is due them. There- 
fore, an appeal to the courts is under way. 

If the company can substantiate its claims of 
hardship, it is entitled to an adequate rate in- 
crease. The report of substandard profits is not 
proof but one more claim to be substantiated. 


No “Rich, Propertied” Jury 

The character of the jury chosen in the New 
York trial of 11 Communist leaders pretty well 
demolishes the defendants’ charges against the 
federal jury system in that state. 

For weeks defense counsel has been holding 
up the trial with the claim that the New York 
jury system discriminates against manual work- 
ers — which the defendants say they are — in 
favor of the “rich, propertied and well-to-do.” 
Women and Negroes were among those the de- 
fense counsel said were systematically barred 
from the jury lists. 

Now the panel has been chosen for their case 
and it comprises seven women and three Ne- 
groes—two of them Negro women. The others 
are an unemployed civil engineer, a laboratory 
technician, a retired beer salesman, and a 
theatrical producer and author. With the pos- 
sible exception of the last-named, this doesn’t 
sound like a group of the “rich, propertied and 
well-to-do.” It sounds like a much better ‘cross- 
section of American citizens than most jury 
boxes can boast. —

Much hag happened since the Star began 
publishing in January 1948, its systematic 
survey of conditions and developments in 
the state mental hospitals of Missouri and 
Kansas, and much remains to be done. 


In Kansas, the State Legislature is pro- 
ceeding with a program that, assuming it 
will be enacted as planned by its pro- 
ponents in the Legislature, may very well 
raise Kansas hospitals to a top rating in 
the country. 


In Missouri the original survey by the 
Star was followed by a more thorough 
survey under the authority of the commit- 
tee on legislative research of the State 
Legislature. It is timely to tell the pedple 
of Missouri what the researchers for the 
legislative committee found. In their superb 
report, they made only one important error. 


A Rather Strange Conclusion 


In the closing paragraph of their report 
appears this: 

“The lurid charges which have so fre- 
quently been made of late against some 
states are not applicable here. Missouri 
state hospitals, on the whole, are well man- 
aged, clean and as efficient as existing cir- 
cumstances would seem to permit. 


“However, lacking adequate personnel, 
modern methods of admission and pro- 
grams of prevention, it must be admitted 
that Missouri does only a fair job of treat- 
ing her mentally afflicted. Some of the 
needs, such as adequate hospital staffs, 
will not be met readily; but given the

“Shadows of old asylums,” the report 
states on page 12, “are still to be found in 
the present day mental hospitals. They 
lurk on the wards where men and women 
sit bent in apathy day after day. ... Ak

Modern techniques have not been tried 
on chronic patients in Missouri because 
they are not available in Missouri hospitals, 
and the personnel to give them is not there. 
Psychiatry is coming round to the view 
that, given a whole brain, undamaged by 
disease or injury or physical] deterioration, 
there is no hopeless case. There are thou- 
sands of patients in Missouri hospitals who, 
by this criterion, are not beyond help. 


Curable Cases Are Neglected \ 


On page 13 of the report are the figures 
that prove how unavailable is treatment 
for them. Of the total of 8973 patients in 
the four hospitals at Farmington, Fulton. 
St. Joseph and Nevada, only 485, or 5.4 per 
cent, were receiving active treatment at 
the time the researchers made their survey. 


“If they improve,” the report stated, 
“they are sent home. If not, they are trans- 
ferred to the ‘back ward’ the realm of con- 
tinued care.” 

Consider for a moment the implications 
of another paragraph, on page 15: “The 
clinical psychologist at St. Joseph explained 
that group psychotherapy had not yet been 
attempted there because of the attendants. 
They rule the ward with an iron hand. 
Peace and quiet are the order of the day. 
Talking is discouraged. Patients are for- 
bidden to have “bull sessions”; thus the 
aftermaths of a session of group psychiatry 
are *

ing, maintain peace and quiet, is by bald, 
ruthless brutality, both mental and physi- 
cal, These researchers are saying that 
peace and order are maintained by kicks, 
blows, slaps, handcuffs, straitjackets, and 
by threats of other dire punishments.

Capacity is the question that 
should not be ignored.

In my opinion, this is one of the 
major weaknésses of the Truman 
Administration today.

WEINE HOPING for great things from both of 
these fields which are going into permanent 
pasture, Orchard grass, tall fescue and brome 
are the basic grasses; while for legumes we're 
seeding a mixture of red and alsike clover, along 
with the new ladino or giant white dutch clover 
which has made such great strides in recent 
years. Korean lespedeza will’ come into the 
fields whether we seed it or not, as it has done 
all over the state, and will furnish its share of 
pasture.

This is made by grating 
fresh orange peel into strained honey, and we 
find it delicious.

GIFF HOPED we had planted some of the new 
birdsfoot trefoil, which honey men are watching 
with interest to determine its value as a nectar 
and pollen plant. And he also told a story of 
especial interest. One of his neighbors noted 
last summer that none of his bees were using 
a nearby field of sweet clover, although this is 
a favorite source of nectar in season. Somewhat 
later he noted that, although this field had 
bloomed profusely, it made little or no seed. 
Searching for the answer, they nd that this 
field had not been limed or fertilized for many 
years, so that the clover was undoubtedly low 
in calcium content and in other minerals as 
well. Very evidently, the bees had no trouble 
recognizing this deficiency and so passed the 
field by, although they fed freely on other sweet 
clover in the neighborhood where ‘the soil was 
more fertile. If humans had this instinct, which 
seems to be shared by animals and insects, con- 
servation would soon be an accomplished fact.

Remarks such as these have been — doctors and nurses at 
modern hospitals to wonder if, perhaps, the scientific care surround- 
ing maternity cases hasn't become a shade too machinelike, if it is 
wise to separate newborn infants from their mothers, feed and care 
for them on assembly line methods for 10 days, and then send the 
mother and father home with the strange and often terrifying tiny 
individual for whom they are responsiWle. 


These doubts have led to a plan 
known as “rooming in,” a plan so 
drastically different from present- 
day hospital „Practice that it is 
considered’ “experimental,” al- 
though actually it is a reversion 
to the oldest maternal practice 
known, that of having the mother 
care for her own Under 
the “rooming-in” plan, mother 
keeps her baby in a crib alongside 
her hospital bed, bathes him, 
changes his diapers, feeds him— 
not according to the clock but 
according to his hunger 
and by the time she is ready to 
go home, she is well acquainted 
with her offspring. 


“According to this plan, mothers 
get accustomed to the routine of 
baby’s life, which they are never 
able to tenes when baby is in the 
nursery,” Grace Huey, as- 
sociate 3 of St. Louis Ma- 
ternity a only St. Louis 
me age the present time to 

the plan. “We 
found in the past that many moth- 
ers were frustrated when they got 
“home because they had seen their 
baby only when it was quiet. They 
didn’t hear it crying in the nurs- 
ery and when it cried they 
thought it was ill, With ‘rooming- 
in,’ we are able to teach the moth- 
er to differentiate between a ba- 
by’s cries and get it on schedule 
while in the hospital.” 

“We feel that when the mother 
leaves she should know her baby 
and know how to care for it,” says 
Ann Campbell, superintendent of 
nurses. “Pediatric psychiatrists 
definitely feel a great deal of emo- 
tional upset of babies is due to 
the emotional upset of mothers 
and fathers and the home situa- 
tion. If they can be organized 
while in the hospital, it makes 
things easier.”

Contrary to what you might 
think, rooming-in does not lessen 
the work or alleviate the care of 
nurses.

Dr, Bradley and Miss Campbell 
went to New Haven to study the 
Plan and determine whether a 
new unit would be necessary or 
whether the plan could be adapted 
to present facilities. ‘They de- 
cided it could be adapted easily. 
Last summer, a modified “room- 
ing‘in” plan was started with 
mothers taking over for the last 


few days in the hospital. This 
proved so successful that in 
October a complete “rooming-in” 
project began for private, two-bed, 
and four-bed rooms. To date, 150 
mothers have had the modified, 
25 the complete “rooming-in” pro- 


gram. 

One question usually asked con- 
cerning the project in two and 
four bed rooms is whether the 
crying of babies other than her 
own disturbs each mother. The 
answer is that there is much less 

ng when babies are cared for 
individually than when they are 
on a nursery’s timeclock sched- 
ule. A disturbing baby or one that 
seems to need special attention is 
taken off the plan, of course. 

“Pediatricians have been very 
pleased with the plan because the 
babies are more contented and 
seem to cry less,” said Dr. Miriam 
Pennoyer, assistant in the depart- 
ment of pediatrics. In addition, 
the experience throughout the 
country has been that babies 
taken care of in this way have 
less infection and less contagious 
illnesses than babies in central 
nurseries. The plan seems to en- 
courage ‘ lactation, increase the 
health of breast-fed babies and 
hasten the recovery of the moth- 
er. All in all, this has been one 
of the most satisfying things 
we've ever done.” 

Treating babies as individuals 
carries over to their feeding sched- 
ules as well, and it has been found 


as a six-hour interval.

However, all the scientific, psy- 
chiatric and medical advantages 
to rooming-in are of minor im- 
portance compared to the big- 
gest advantage, the satisfaction of 
the mothers. 

“Because you were all so won- 
derful and helpful, Butch and I 
were pretty well acquainted when 
we got home,” one mother wrote. 
“I can’t thank you enough for be- 
ing able to go home with a confi- 
dent feeling of knowing how to 
care for my first baby.” 

“Some mothers have been able 
to compare this experience with 
previous ones,” Miss Campbell 
said, “and they’ve commented 
that going home with the first 
baby was a nightmare but with 
the second it was just an auto- 
mobile ride.”
